Big  Growers  Not  In  Step 

Many  of  the  larger  bulb  growers  of  this  district  are  out  of 
step  with  the  President’s  program  in  this  respect.  The  writer 
attended  a  meeting  of  the  growers  recently  at  which  the  whole 
session  was  devoted  to  an  effort  to  reach  an  agreement  to 
boost  prices,  and  there  was  little  or  no  suggestion  of  an  effort 
to  boost  wages  or  reduce  hours  of  employment.  Certainly 
such  an  effort  is  out  of  place  at  this  time.  1  have  too  much 
confidence  in  the  plans  and  purposes  of  the  President  and  his 
advisors  to  think  that  they  will  approve  of  any  program  to 
boost  prices  without  an  even  greater  boost  of  wages.  One  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  all  efforts  to  organize  the  larger  bulb  growers  in  this 
district  is  that  some  of  the  growers  have  larger  investments  in 
Holland  than  in  America,  and  are  interested  chiefly  in  the  Hol¬ 
land  end  of  the  business.
